Rows 2-14 once more.

23, 25, 27) hdc on Row 1 of left neck and shoulder 
shaping, join A with si st in next hdc; (sc, hdc) in 
next sc, continue in CS pat across - 17 (19, 23, 

25, 25) sts. 

Row 2 Work in CS pat across to last 4 sts; sk 
next hdc, sc in next sc, si st in next hdc, leaving 
rem sc unworked - 15 (17, 21, 23, 23) sts. 

Row 3 Turn; sk first si st, si st in next sc and In 
next hdc, (sc. hdc) in next sc, continue in CS pat 
across to last 4 (4, 6. 6, 6) sts; sk next hdc. sc in 
next sc, si st in next hdc, leaving rem st(s) 
unworked - 1 1 (1 3, 1 5, 1 7. 1 7) sts.

Row 1 With right side facing, join B with si st 
in first st at outside edge of right shoulder, ch

Starting at bottom with A. ch 76 (80, 84, 92. 96). 

Row 1 (wrong side) (Sc. hdc) in 2nd ch from 
hook; *sk next ch, (sc, hdc) in next ch; repeat 
from * across to last 2 chs; sk next ch, hdc in 
last ch - 75 (79, 83, 91 , 95) sts. 

Rows 2 and 3 Work even in CS pat. At end of 
Row 3. fasten off. 

Row 4 With right side facing, join B with si st 
in first st. ch 1, sc in same st as joining and in 
each st across - 75 (79, 83, 91 , 95) sc. 

Row 5 Ch 1 , turn; sc in each sc across. Fasten off. 

Row 6 With right side facing, sk first 1 (5, 5, 3, 
5) sc, join A with si st in next sc, (sc, hdc) in 
next sc; *sk next sc, (sc, hdc) in next sc; repeat 
from across to last 4 (8, 8. 6, 8) sc; sk next sc. 
sc in next sc, si st In next sc, leaving rem sts 
unworked - 71 (67. 71. 83, 83) sts. 

Row 7 Turn; sk first si st, si st in next sc and in 
next hdc. (sc, hdc) in next sc; continue in CS pat 
across to last 4 sts; sk next hdc, sc in next sc, 
si st in next hdc, leaving last sc unworked - 67 
(63, 67. 79, 79) sts. 

Row 8 Turn; sk first si st, si st in next sc and in 
next hdc. (sc, hdc) in next sc; continue in CS pat 
across to last 4 sts; sk next hdc. hdc in next sc, 
leaving rem sts unworked - 63 (59, 63, 75, 75) sts.

Row 14 (14, 14, 18, 18) With right side facing, 
join B with si st in first sc, si st in next hdc, sc 
in next st and in each st across to last hdc; si st 
in last hdc, leaving rem sc unworked -47 (43, 
47, 59, 59) sc. 

Row 15 (15, 15, 19, 19) Turn; sk first si st, ch 1, 
sc in next sc and in each sc across. Fasten off. 

Row 16 (16, 16, 20, 20) With right side facing, 
join A with si st in first sc, si st in next sc, (sc, 
hdc) in next sc; *sk next sc, (sc, hdc) in next sc; 
repeat from * across to last 4 sc; sk next sc, sc 
in next sc, si st in next sc, leaving last sc 
unworked - 43 (39, 43, 55, 55] sts.

Row 25 (30, 32) Ch 1 , turn; sc in each sc 
across. Fasten off. 



blocking 

Pin pieces to schematic size. Spray with water . 
and allow to dry or block with steam, 

joining 

Place right side of back and front tog. With yarn 
needle and yarn, whip stitch side seams tog. 



Turn right side out. Overlap front shoulder edg- 
ing over back shoulder edging. With yarn nee- 
dle and yarn, stitch shoulder seam closed. Place 
right side of body and sleeve together matching 
stripes. With yarn needle and yarn, whip stitch 
sleeve to body. Whipstitch sleeve seam closed. 

sleeve edging 

Round 1 With right side facing and working in 
free ips of foundation ch at bottom edge of 
sleeve, join B with s! st in first ch at underarm, ch 
1, sc in same ch as joining and in each ch around; 
join with si st in first sc -75 (79. 83, 91, 95) sc. 

Round 2 Ch 1, sc in same sc as joining and in 
next 3 sc, sk next sc, sc in next 4 sc, sk next sc, 
sc in next sc and in each sc around to last 10 sc; 
[sk next sc, sc in next 4 sc] twice; join with s! st 
in first sc - 71 (75, 79, 87, 91 ) sc. 

Round 3 Ch 1, sc in same sc as joining and in 
next 4 sc, sk next sc, sc in next sc and in each sc 
around to last 6 sc, sk next sc, sc in last 5 sc; join 
with si st in first sc - 69 (73, 77, 85, 89) sc. 

Rounds 4 and 5 Repeat Round 3 (2) more 
times -- 2 less sc in each round than in previous 
rnd. At end of Round 5-65 (69, 73, 81 , 85) sc. 

Round 6 Repeat Round 2-61 (65, 69, 77, 81 ) 
sc. Fasten off 

With matching thread and sewing needle, sew 
buttons to shoulder seams. Optional: Pin ribbon 
on wrong side around neck opening. With 
matching thread, back stitch ribbon in place. 
This strengthens neck and prevents sag.

Join B with s! st in bottom edge of either side 
seam, ch 17. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook and in each rem ch 
across, si st in bottom edge of next 2 rows - 16 sc. 

Row 2 Turn; sk both si sts, working in back Ips 
only, sc in each sc across. 

Row 3 Ch 1, turn; working in back Ips only, sc 
in each sc across; sk next row, si st in bottom 
edge of next 2 rows. 

Rows 4-12 Repeat Rows 2 and 3 (4) times 
more, then repeat Row 2 once more. 

Row 13 Ch 1 , turn; working in back Ips only, sc in 
each sc across; si st in bottom edge of next 2 rows. 

Repeat Rows 2-13 around, ending last repeat 
with a Row 4 (12, 9, 6, 3) repeat. Fasten off. 
Sew ends of body ribbing together with whipstitch.

Learn to make your crocheted sweater 

fit like a Q'love! ByAmyCNeiU Houck 

Have you ever crocheted an ei he ’lent only to put it on and be suiprised by 
the way it fits? Making that sui- as just right is one of the reasons many 

ot us decide to crodret our own garTnenrs in the first place. To do this, you need to 
Hiow 'sorne basic steps. H re r--; a guide o getting the fir you want. 




Step 1: 

Know your body 

You can't make a garment that fits you if you don't know your 
own measurements. To get an accurate measurement, have 
someone help you so that you can stand tall and relax your 
arms. Measure your bust and hips at their fullest point, and 
your waist at its narrowest point, and be sure to measure to the 
nearest 14" or whole centimeter. Some other important meas- 
urements to note are: neck, shoulder width across the back, 
back length from top of spine to top of hip, arm length from 
tip of shoulder to wrist, and arm circumference at its fullest 
point. 



Step 2; 

Know the fit you like 

Take a look through your closet 
and pick out the garments that 
you love best and wear the 
most. Try them on and take a 
look at how they fit. Do they 
hang loosely around the waist, 
or are they fitted? Do they have 
a low or high neckline? Where 
does the hem fall? Often, your 
favorite garment can become an 
invaluable guide for your crochet 
projects and can even stand in 
for actual body measurements. 



Step 3: 

Know your fabric 

Once you've chosen a pattern 
and a yarn, you need to get to

know the crochet fabric. Make a generous swatch in the pattern 
stitch and yarn you plan to use. How does it drape? If you don't 
like the drape or "hand" (the feel of the fabric), try changing 
hook size or yarn. Once you're happy with the drape, measure 
your swatch. Does your gauge match the pattern gauge? To 
measure, make sure your swatch is at least 6" square. Block your 
swatch by washing and drying it according to the finishing 
instructions for the garment. Measure a 4" section in the center 
of the swatch. Divide the number of stitches in that section by 4 
to get your stitches per inch, being sure to note partial stitches. 
Do not round up or down. 



Step 4: Know what size to make 

To decide which pattern size to make, you need to understand 
both the measurements of the finished project, and how you 
want your garment to fit Check out the schematic, which lists 
the important measurements of the piece, and compare these 
to your own measurements. Then, look at the garment photo — 
does the sweater hang loosely, or cling to the body? This info 
will help you determine how much ease to plan for. 

The difference between your measurements and that of the 
garment is called ease, if you want a fitted sweater, choose a 
pattern size with a bust measurement that is the same or slight-

iy smaller than your actual bust measurement. (This is 
called negative ease.) For a close-fitting sweater, plan an 
ease of 1 to 2 "; 2-4“ of ease creates a standard-fitting gar- 
ment, and anything over 4“ is considered loose or baggy. 

Now is a good time to check back in with your favorite 
sweater. Try it on and note how much ease it has, and plan 
your crochet sweater accordingly.

Step 5: 

Know how to adjust your pattern 

Add definition at the waist 

If you've got a pattern where the measurements match in 
most places, but you'd like to take it in a tittle bit at the 
waist, you can try simply going down a couple of hook 
sizes for a few Inches around the waist portion of your gar- 
ment to add some definition and shaping without chang- 
ing your stitch count or pattern. Try changing hook sizes 
on a swatch first, to determine how much the change will 
effect the pattern and oyer how many rows you want to 
use the smaller hook. 

Changing the length 

If you study your pattern and it looks like the sweater in 
your chosen size will be too short, you can often add 
length at the bottom. Just be sure to add the length 
before any waist, armhole or neck shaping begins. Work 
enough extra rows to add the length you need and then 
return to the pattern as written. Be sure to carry over your 
adjustment to all the pieces of the pattern. ■

Begin 
cycle; felting results vary greatly based on the type of 
washing machine, length of wash cycle, water temper- 
ature, gauge, etc, so check progress frequently and 
continue felting until the desired results are achieved. 
This may require multiple wash cycles. 

When desired amount of felting is achieved, remove 
rug from washing machine before the spin cycle, as 
creases that are created during the spin cycle can 
be difficult to remove. Tumble dry partially. Block 
sides straight and allow piece to finish drying. Trim 
any stray ends. ■

1 All rounds are worked on the right side. Do not 
turn when completing rounds. 

2 The throw can be assembled using slip stitches 
while working Round 5 of the large circles. 
Alternately, all the circles can be made, arranged 
and then sewn together. 

3 The small circles are made first. Then the large 
circles are made and joined to neighboring small cir- 
cles and previously made large circles. Refer to 
assembly diagram frequently when assembling throw. 

4 The large circles can be made and joined in any 
order. To keep your work organized, we recommend 
making and joining the circles row by row. Begin in 
lower corner, making and joining circles to form the 
bottom row. Then make and join the circles for the 
next row, and so on. 

SMALL CIRCLE (make 35) 

With A, ch 4; join with si st in first ch to form a ring. 

Round 1 (right side) Ch 3 (counts as first dc here 
and throughout}, work 11 more dc in ring; join with 
st St in top of beginning ch — 12 dc. 

Round 2 Ch 3, dc in same st as join, 2 dc in each 
remaining st around; join with si st in top of begin- 
ning ch— 24 dc. 



Round 3 ""Ch 1 , si st in next dc: repeat from * 
around — ^24 ch-1 spaces, and 24 si sts. 

Fasten off and weave in ends, 

note As the throw is assembled, the small circles 
will be arranged in a grid of 7 rows of 5 circles each 
with large circles joined between the small circles, 
as shown in assembly diagram. 

LARGE CIRCLE (make 48 ~ 12 in 
each color sequence) 
color sequence #1; Work Round 1 with C, Rounds 
2 and 3 with A, Rounds 4 and 5 with C. 

color sequence #2: Work Round 1 with D, Rounds 
2 and 3 with B, Rounds 4 and 5 with D. 

color sequence #3: Work Round 1 with C, Rounds 
2 and 3 with D, Rounds 4 and 5 with C. 

color sequence #4; Work Round 1 with D, Rounds 
2 and 3 with C, Rounds 4 and 5 with D. 

With first color in sequence, ch 4; join with si st in 
first ch to form a ring. 

Round 1 (right side) Ch 3 (counts as first dc here 
and throughout), work 1 1 more dc in ring; join with 
si st in top of beginning ch — ^12 dc. Fasten off. 

Round 2 Join second color in sequence with si st in 
any dc, ch 3 (counts as dc). dc in same st, 2 dc in 
each remaining st around; join with si st in top of 
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beginning ch — 24 sts. 

Round 3 Ch 3. dc in same st as join, ch 1, 
skip next st, *2 dc in next st, ch 1 , skip next 
St; repeat from * around; join with si st in 
top of beginning ch — 12 ch-1 spaces, and 24 
dc. Fasten off. 

Round 4 Join third color in sequence with 
sc in same dc as Round 3 join, 2 sc in next 
dc; working in front of next ch-1 space, FPdc 
around skipped st 2 rows below, *sc in next 
dc, 2 sc in next dc; working in front of next 
ch-1 space, FPdc in skipped st 2 rows below; 
repeat from * around; join with si st in first 
sc — ^36 sc, 12 FPdc. 

Fasten off. 

note The throw may be assembled using slip 
stitches as Round 5 of each large circle is 
worked. Alternately, the circles can all be made, 
arranged and then sewn together at the appro- 
priate points. If you choose to assemble the 
throw using slip stitches, follow the instructions 
in "mark joining stitches" before working Round 
5. If you choose to make ail the circles and then 
sew them together, skip directly to Round 5. 

mark joining stitches 

1 Mark every 6th st of Round 4 of current 
large circle. 

2 Determine the appropriate position for the 
circle, between previously made small circles 
and large circles, as shown in assembly dia- 
gram (remember to consider color sequence 
when placing large circles). 



3 Use stitch markers to mark the joining 
stitches of neighboring circles, as follows: 

Mark every Bth st st of Round 3 of small circles; 

Mark the 7th, 14th, 22nd, 29th, 37th, 44th, 
52nd, and 59th st of large circles. 

The stitch diagrams also show the location 
of the joining sts. There's no need to mark 
sts located along the edges of the throw 
(that will not be joined to any other circles). 
Remove the markers as joins are made. 

4 Work Round 5, and after working sts into 
any marked st of Round 4, remove the mark- 
er, and join the circled to the marked st of 
the neighboring circle (if any) with a si st, 
then continue working Round 5. 

5 Flold circles with wrong sides together 
when joining. When joining large circles to 
neighboring large circles, join in the top of the 
dc in Round 5, beneath the Round 6 si sts. 

Round 5 (joining round) Joining to neigh- 
boring circles as you go, ch 3, dc in next 2 
sts, 2 dc in next FPdc, *‘dc in next 3 sts, 2 dc 
in next FPdc; repeat from around — 60 sts. 

Round 6 SI st in each dc around, skip all join- 
ing si sts; at end of round, drop loop from 
hook, insert hook from wrong side to right 
side through first si st, pick up dropped loop 
and draw through to the wrong side; cut yarn, 
yarn over and draw through loop on hook.
